By the heaven ſome underſtand not only the ſpace 
which encompaſſes the univerſe, but all the celeſtial forms and intel- 
Hgencies ; thus inferring that the angels were created in the very begin- 
ning of things, (Jun. in loco) But whether Moſes intended it, is not ſo pro- 
bable, becauſe he ſpeaks only of the viſible world; there is not therefore 
to be expected any account of the angels, either as to their creation or 
fall. But if by heaven the angels alſo are to be underſtood, the rea- 
ſon why they are not expreſsly mentioned by Moſes, may be becauſe 
they ſhould not conclude that God had partners in the reſt of the 
creation; for the Jews were often apt to detract from the honour of God.

Vet if 
water is here ſo remarkably ſcarce, why was Canaan deſcribed (Deut. 
8. 7.) as a land of brooks of water, of fountains and depths, 
that ſpring out of vallies and hills? but this is only comparatively 
ſpeaking, with reſpect to its neighbouring country, which is exceed- 
ed in convenience of water; but it by no means implies an abſolute 
plenty of it, for all the Eaftern climate is very dry.
